Will Hail Suppression Cause 
A Drought? 


To date there has been no indi- 
cation of decreased rainfall, either 
in the area or down wind from it, as 
a result of operations by Water Re- 
sources Development Corporation to 
suppress hail. 


On the contrary, indications point 
to a slight increase down wind and 
no change Within the area. Theor- 
etically, the large thunder head type 
of cloud, which often drops large 
quantities of rain over small areus 
will be spread over a larger aree. 
with consequent reduction in damage 
by flooding, erosion, etc, 

Those who live within the ares< 
under contract in the United States 
are not concerned about possible 
drought as a result of hail suppres- 
sion, This is reported on by Mr. 
Harry Semrau of Olds, Alberta, and 
Mr, George Sommerville of Three 
Hills, Alberta, both of whom have 
visited the areas in question and per- 
sonally discussed the problem with 
farmers and fruit growers who are 
paying for the program, 

The statement is further proven 
by the fact that both areas hive 
continued to operate for two years 
and are again signed up to operate 
this year. 

These facts pertain only to con- 
tracts operated by Water Resources 
Development Corporation of Denver, 
who use ground based generators 
only, and in no way apply to othe: 
groups who are attempting to do 
cloud seeding by the use of aircraft

Blood Samples and Brucellosis: The 

number of blood tests for the diag- 
noses of bovine brucellosis done in 
Alberta in 1955 totalled 16,280, A 
high percentage of these tests were 
made to find out if the milk was 
safe to use, 

Testing took place in 88 of the 
Municipal Districts, ete. Of the 
samples tested, 10.5% were positive 
and 9% were suspicious, 

Testing for auction sales and live- 
stock auction markets showed a 4.6%, 
positive reaction. Surveys conducted 
in the spring where there were bit- 
cellosis abortion storms in herds 
showed an abortion rate of 28.9% 
in non-vaccinates and 6.2% in vac-

For the second successive year, more 

than 50,000 bottles of blood were 
collected in Alberta said Dr. D, I. 
Buchanan, blood transfusion service 
medical director, in his report of 
1955 activities to the Alberta Divi- 
sion, C.R.C.S8,, held March 15 and 
16 in the Banff School of Fine Arts. 

Although the 1955 total was 51,156 
bottles, it was a drop of six per- 
cent from 1954's total of 54,330 bot- 
tles, According to Dr. Buchanan, this 
trend is true of the service across 
Canada, and he attributed part of 
the fault to the fact there was no 
appeal made for any specia] pro- 
ject such as for gamma globulin or 
other blood fractions, 

Permanent city clinics in Celgary 
and Edmonton collected 20,174 
bottles but the field mobiles collected 
30,982, He urged that city donors 
be encouraged to attend the clinics. 

During the year 32,086 bottles of 
blood were given 16,471 patients at 
fn average of nearly two 500ces, per 
patient. 

Of the remaining blood collected, 
834 pools of liquid plasma were ship- 
ped to the Connaught Laboratories 
for fractionation,
